that Chꝛyſt at that heauenly banket, would ofpur- 
poke, nother haue the bleſſed Uyꝛgin Mary his mo⸗ 
ther, peſent with hym, noz anye other of his dyſcy- 
ples, fave onelythe. xii. Apoſtles, whome he appoin 
ted to bethe head miniftersofal his miſteryes here 
on the earth, and ſpecially to be the miniſters of this 
moſt bleſſed ſacrameut and the iuſtructours of al o⸗ 
ther touching the ſame. Now what meneth it eat 
our Sauiour was not content to offer them this ſa 
crament onelv, but with the offeryng therof, he ſaid 
alſo vnto them.

ning, but onely the fourmes of bꝛeade and wine, & 
the ſubſtaunce of Chꝛiſtes body and bloude, there ſo 
contayned. And yet, becauſe ſome haue vainelp, and 
curioulſly, of late veares talked of thys ſeconde part, 
and haue put many fonde doutes, and ſcruples into

at large, and fully ( Itruſt)be inſtructed therin, ind 
fp: thys is to be noted, that God hath fromthe be⸗ 
gynnynge ofthe woꝛlde, manye tymes appeared to 
man, ſome tymes in one ſozte,and ſometymes in an 
other. In the.rviit.Chapiter of Genes it is * al

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ten, howe God and two Aungelles wyth him, dyd 
apeare bnto Ibzaham, inthe lykeneſſe of men, and 
howe Abꝛaham feaſted them. Howe vaine a matter 
were it, (J pꝛay vou) foꝛ bs here buſelye to realbn, 
howe God oz Aungell, coulde appeare lyke man- 
and whether they had true bodyes oz no? and whe⸗ 
ther they dyd eate in dede oꝛ no? and yf they hadde 
not true bodyes in dede, howe the apperaunce of 
bodyes coulde be, where the ſubſtaunce of bodyes 
was not⸗ In the thirde chapter of the booke called 


Exodus, we rede, that God appeared to Moyſeg 


inthe lykenes of flamynge fyꝛe, and that oute of a 
buſhe. In the. v. of Joſue it is retoꝛded, how one ſo⸗ 
denly appeared vnto Joſue lyke a man, hauynge a 
ſwoꝛde dꝛawen in his hand. hat can anye manne 
ſaye, howe God ſhoulde appeare in a flame of fyze, 
oz what ſubſtaunce ot a lwoꝛdeſ was. in that which 
appeared to Joſue:Hereby it is eaſy to vnderſtande 
howdaungerous a thyng it is,. to go about by mans 
wyt oz reaſon, to diſcuſſe maner ofþ wozkes of al⸗ 
mighty God. ho ſeyth not, that by the meane of 
ſuch pꝛeſumptuous curioſitie, men haue ot late fallen 
into mooſt deteſtable errours, touchyng the mooſte 
bleſſed Sacramente of the aultare, and haue mooſt 
(pytefully rayled agaynſt the ſame, and woyth mooſt

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whych to nature is impoſipble, but to GOD san 
eaſye matter. In the. xv. ol Mathe we we reade ab. ry 
howe that Chꝛyſte was gurated and 
that hys face dyd ſhyne as the Sonne „ and 
that hys apparel was made as whyte as ſnowe, In : 
the. xxiiii.of Luke, Chꝛyſt appered to two of hys dyl⸗ L. 34. 
ciples goyng to Emaus, like a ſtraunger. In al theſe 
fozefayde examples, we ſee as ſtraunge a wotke as 
is tranſubſtantiation, a pet no man douteth of them 
becauſe God is the wozker, noz anye man aſbethe
